DOUBLE CANAL SEASON 
UNDER WAY ON MARS 


Titan Channel Has a Duplicate 
That Was Not Visible Six 
Weeks Ago. 
lh LAGSTAFF, Ariz., Jan. 13.—Obser- 
vations at the Lowell Observatory 
show that the Martian canal Titan has 
doubled since the last presentation of 
this region six weeks ago. The canal 
runs nearly straight north from the 
Gulf of the Titans across the equator 
and tar into the northern hemisphere 

of that planet, 

A perfectly parallel ling has now 
appeared at the east of it, the distance 
separating the twins being somewhat 
more than one hundred miles. This 
doubling of certain Martian canals at 
certain seasons is one of the proofs 
held to support the theory that the 
cCanais are of artificial construction.

26 NEW SEATS’ GAINED 





Combination of Radicals in Re- 
Balloting in 189 Divisions 
May Increase Power. 





By Associated Press. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Returns of the re- 
Sults of the polling for the election 
to the Reichstag have been received 


from all of the 137 constituencies, but. 
Owing to discrepancies: in the tabula- 
tions, it is still difficult to make any 
definite prediction of the complexion 
of the new Reichstag. There are 189 
constituencies in which a second ballot 
will be necessary. 


The _ Conservative Clerical coalition, 
which has had uncontrolled domina- 
tion of the Imperial Parliament since 
the fall of Prince Von Buelow, has 
been badly shaken on this occasion. 
Its absolute majority probably is a 
thing of the past, but a combination 


of the two powerful parties must stil] 
be reckoned with as the strongest fac- 
tor in the Reichstag. 

The Socialists have run up the num- 
ber of their elected members already 
tc 64 or, according to some re ports, to 
66, of whom 26 wrested their seats from 
members of other parties; and the So- 
Clalists, also, are concerned in 122 ge. 
cond ballots. They need only to hold 
their own in the re-ballots in order ty 
return to the Reichstag as strong num- 
erically as they were in 1903, when the 
representation reached highwater mark. 
This year they probably will pass their 
old limit of 81 deputies by ten, as they 
seem to be almost certain of securine 
90 or 91 seats. 

Gains of the Soctalists. 

The National Liberals and the Radi- 
eals have paid the major portion of the 
bill for the Socialist feast at the first 
ballots, but the Conservatives and Cen- 
trists will pay the remainder of the reck- 
oning at the second ballots. In 106 of these 
the Conservatives and Clericals face 
an adverse majority of Radicals, Liber- 
als and Socialists, and many of the seats 
will be lost to them if the three more 
Democratic parties combine, as_ they 
probably will do in most cases. 

The latest and most correct non-offi- 
cial figures of the results of the first 
ballots are as follows: 

Of the Conservatives, with their anti- 
semite and agrarian allies, 35 have been 
elected, against 59 elected at the first 
ballots in 1907, and as compared with 163 
which was their strength at the dissolu- 
tion. 

Of the center, with 
Alsatian allies, 102 have 
against 108 at the first 
and 140 at the dissolution. 

Of the National Liberals five have 
been elected, against 18 at the first 
ballots in 1907 and with 51 at the dis- 
solution. 

Of the National, none e'ected, against 
nine at the first ballots in 1907 and with 
49 at the dissolution.

Schumann-Heink, en route from 
Chicago via ‘‘The Only Way,” could by 
no way whatever, only or otherwise, be 
enabled to materialize for a Friday aft- 
ernoon St. Louis employment of hér 
lovely voice. ‘‘I hope all of you have 


saved your seat-checks,’’ said Mr. Craw- 


speech. 


And O, the applause that followed! It 


‘Was a symphony in itself, a big, joyous, 


exceedingly human symphony, which 
only dear old Beethoven, perhaps, could 
have expressed in terms of musical ut- 
terance that should lose nothing of its 

#lad simplicity! Plainly, all those pres- 
ent had retained their seat-checks, and, 
just as plainly, they meant to use them 
for all they were worth at today’s spe- 
cial concert. It isn’t every afternoon, 
you know, that one can hear Schumann- 
Heink. 

Conductor Max Zach and his 67 play- 
ers valiantly symbolized Wellington at 
Waterloo when the Iron Duke so fer- 
vently prayed that either night or Blu- 
cher would come. They fought a good 
fight, too. The first gun they fired was 
the prelude to the third act of Victor 
J.erbert’s grand opera, ‘‘Natoma,.” now 
heard for the first time in St. Louis, and 
proving to be an ambitiously atmosphe- 
ric tonal picturing of early California 
days, not attempting the ‘‘Puccini love 
note’ that runs so insistently through 
“The Girl of the Golden West.” ' 

Then came a little pause, during which 
Librarian James §S§. McConathy aé- 
vanced to the firing line, stating that 
Mine. Schumann-Heink’s train now was 
expected to reach Union Station’ at 4:30 
and that an automobile was there in 
walting to rush her out to the Odeon 
regardless of the speed law. Meanwhile, 
he said, other orchestral numbers would 
be presented. 

Whereupon, rallying splendidly, 
ductor Zach fired the second gun of 
the instrumental plan of battle, a bril- 
hant small-arm volley comprising all the 
Catling ammunition contained in Vin- 
cent D'Indy’s bewilderingly changeful 
“[star’’ symphonic variations. It was 
hoped that by the time the D’Indy cais- 
scns were emptied the noble Schumann- 
Heink reinforcements would have swung 
Gnto action. 

oe But no—and it was here that Con- 
ductor Zach ordered up the last of his 
reserves and, with a mighty resolution 
to conquer or die trying, gave the baton 
ignal for the opening of the first move- 
ment of Cesar Franck’'s splendid Sym- 
phony in I) Minor, one of the biggest 
fuccesses of last season, and now ma- 
neuvered with all the militant effective- 
desperation. 

Alas, however: between ‘the 
second and third movements of the 
Cesar Franck symphonic forces, the alle- 
gretto and the allegro non troppo, that 
the Symphony Society capitulated = to 
rude Boreas, blustering railer, the vic- 
tor in the first day's fight, President 
Crawford's little speech announcing the 
uneonditional surrender.

“HANDBOOK OF HEALTH.” 
R. WOODS HUTCHINSON is the 
[) friend of the man who wants 
what he wants when he wants it. 
His ‘‘Handbook of Health’”’ boldly pro- 
claims the heterodoxy that one’s natural 
appetite is the best guide to what one 
should eat, in truth, a soothing pre- 
scription for those of us who long have 
been wedded to the fetish of Diet. 
Moreover, the good doctor declares wom- 
| en and growing children require a great 
quantity of sweets and that they can- 
not eat too much of it, providing they 
have partaken heartily of meat and 
vegetables. But it is not good to pile 
sugar onto an empty stomach. 

This book is a handy thing to have 
around the house, for it analyzes nearly 
every kind of food and tells precisely 
what results it will produce under cer- 
tain conditions. His classification of 
the different foods as coal, kindling and 
paper is rather unique but convincing. 
He suggests this test of goods to deter- 
mine to which class they belong: 

Take a handful of the food, dry it by 
evaporating the water out of it, then 
throw what is left into the fire and 
see how it will burn. A piece of beef, 
for instance, would shrink to one-third 
its original size and would last for some 
time. A piece of bread would not shrink 
so much, but would not last quite as 
long, a piece of fat the same size would 
burn nearly twice as long, while a slice 
of apple would shrink to a leathery bit 
and soon smolder away, and it would 
fake a very large handful of lettuce 
leaves or a good-sized bowl of soup to 
make more than a flash, wheti dried and 
thrown into the fire. 

Of fruits, Dr. Hutchinson — says: 
“Head and shoulders above all other 
fruits stands that delight of our 
ehtidhood, apples. They are one of 
the few fruits you can eat daily the 
year round without getting tired of 
them and food you don't get tired of 
usually food that is good for 
you.”

in order to get the nourish- 
ment contained in a pound loaf. of 
bread Or a pound of roast beef, vou 
wovld have to eat 12 large apples, a 
dozen bananas, seven pounds of 
onions, seven large cucumbers or a 
half bushel of lettuce. They are but 
kindling foods, though necessary to 
help’ the coal foods to burn and to 
supply certain elements the coal foods 
do not contain. (Houghton-Mifflin.) 


“THE TRUE DANIEL WEBSTER.” 


RITING biography as it should 
W:: written is one of the hara- 

“Sst tasks in all literature and 
one rarely accomplished to the satis- 
faction of those who Sincerely desire 
to see great historical figures in the 
light in which they stood in their 
day. This is because the usual bi- 
ographer is either an idolator or a 
prejudiced critic, writing of his sub- 
ject as a demi-god or as an enemy 
of the people. Ina way, this has 
been the fate of Daniel Webster who 
has been the victim either of puerile 
adulation or of gross misrepresenta- 
tion. Sydney George Fisher now 
brings forth a work that he calls 
“The True Daniel Webster.” It is 
but truth to.say that, as an estimate 
of the great statesman's public life 
and works, ,there. is nothing more 
novel or illuminating than what a 
dozen blographers have written. But 
it is in the personal phases of the 
work, the presentation of -material 
by which the reader may limn the 
subject's character, that Mr. Fisher 
shows his real sincerity and pur- 
pose. He comes nearer than any 
writer hitherto to painting Webster 
as Cromwell wished to be painted, 
“wart and all.’’ 

The worst traducers of Mr. Webster 
have proclaimed him a drunkard and 
have blamed his alleged excessive ad- 
diction to liquor for his support of the 
Clay compromise of 1850 and his “Sev- 
enth of March Speech"’—the only ora- 
tion in the world’s history known by 
the date of its delivery. These calum- 
miators assert that Webster’s brain was 
so cooked by alcohol that its pristine 
logic and power of reasoning were gone 
and that, in his weakness, he was led 
into the compromise biunder by § evil- 
intentioned friends, interested in the 
perpetuation of slavery in the South. 
On this point Fisher writes: 

“There is no doubt that Webster was

fond of drinking, drank with senators 


at Washington and with his friends, 
drank brandy with sugar on the advice 
of the physicians of that time for an- 
noying intestinal tendency, drank at 
banquets and public dinners liberally, 
was fond of his two glasses of Madeira 
at dinner at home, and, no doubt, in 
these ways; seriously injured his health 
and iron constitution, as is easily done 
in our climate. But he was no more an 
intemperate man than hundreds of oth- 
ers of his time against whom no such 
charge has ever been made; there is 
not the slightest evidence that his won- 
derfully poised intellectual power was 
impaired at all up to the time of his 
death when past 70. Six months before 
his death he tried-and won the Good- 
year Rubber suit, a difficult case of 
many days’ trial, the most prominent 
litigation of its time, and that he was 
a common drunkard or frequently or 
often drunk, is not supported by. any 
respectable evidence.” 

With reference to his policy on the 
compromise, the author writes: 

“The guess of the Abolitionists that 
the Civil War would abolish slavery 
turned out to be correct as to the Civil 
War some 10 or 15 years later. Whether 
it would have been correct for a civil 
war in 1850 is another question. We 
must also remember that Webster's 
opinion was shared in 1850 by an im- 
mense number of the steadiest and 
most conservative people of the North; 
they did not believe that the Union 
would survive civil war; a dissolution 
of the Union meant to them the perma- 
establishment of slavery in the 
South: and a civil war as a protection 
to slavery may be said to have been 
the faith and hope of the South at that 
time. 

“Under the conditions of 1850, he be- 
lieved that the Constitution and the 
Union would be saved for the time be- 
ing only by a compromise, leaving the 
freedom of mankind to be worked out 
gradually by some form of emancipa- 
tion. He believed that free labor ulti- 
mately would prevail throughout the 
country, including the South, as it. had 
in New England and the Middle States. 
If he had thought all three ideas could 
have been accomplished by ‘civil war, 


nent 


he might have been willing to accept 
civil war at once. His opinion was that 
of millions of conservatives, North and 
South.’ . 

“The True Daniel Webster’ fis so 
nearly true to its title that it is worth 
reading even by those who have ab- 
sorbed all the biographies of the great- 
est of all American orators, for it is 
fairer and more comprehensive than 
anythine that has heen written about 
him heretofore. (Lippincott’s.) 

ART IN PHILADELPHIA. 
ELEN W. HENDERSON is the 
H author of this richly illustrated 
volume, whose full title is, “‘The 
Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts 
and Other Collections of Philadelphia.”’

An amusing sidelight on dis- 
cussions which sometimes arise at this 
day is the incident of the plaster cast 
of the Vers de Medici, brought to Phil- 
adelphia by Robert Edge Pine in 1784.

W Japanese as a deadly earnest peo- 
plé. But Clarence Poe, in his 
book of travel, ‘“‘Where Half the World 
Is Waking Up,’’ shows that the Chinese 
are no less intense and determined. The 
book was in type some time before the 
outbreak of the revolution in China. 
which it predicted. As to what hap- 
pened to hasten the calling of a parlia- 
ment, which the imperial decree of 1908 
had promised ‘‘within nine vears,"’. Mr.

EORGE H. -M’NISH, who dedi-

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A CHEERFUL OPTIMIST. 

While the thermometer was ranging around 30 
degrees below zero in Minnesota, Frederick 
Weyerhauser, the “Minnesota multimillionaire,” 
was in Southern California, where, surrounded by 
blooming roses, he gave advice to be telegraphed 
for the benefit of all who wish to become re- 
spected, comfortable and cheerful multimillion- 
aires. 

To be honest, to work hard and to cultivate a 
cheerful optimism, “beginning with a small busi- 
ness and turning it into a big one,” is the secret 
of escaping from poverty at 30 degrees below zero 
to roses in January. At least, this is the way 
Multimillionaire Weyerhauser now remembers. it 
at Pasadena. 

Incidentally, however, monopoly of growing 
timber helps to make lumber higher. People who 
want homes have to pay more for land or re- 
main homeless. They must also pay more for 
lumber to build houses or take the risk of being 
“out in the cold” with the thermometer at 30 
degrees below zero. Cheerful optimism may cal- 
culate that several million people must pay more 
for land, lumber and fuel when their opportunities 
are being monopolized. Then optimism of this 
same kind, taking away opportunities from sev- 
eral million people, may see the results of turn- 
ing a “small business into a big one,” coming 
back in the income from millions in ‘‘invest- 
ments,” each of which is an investment in the 
optimistic idea that people who are out in the 
cold will pay more for lumber when they must 
have houses to escape freezing. 

With roses blooming around them in January, 
cheerful optimism seems the best thing in the 
world to land monopolists and lumber kings. And 
Mr. Weyerhauser must be a cheerful optimist if, 
after all he knows of such methods, he still be- 
lieves in himself. 
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Some of those persons who believe that La 
Follette is a mere stalking-horse. for Roosevelt 
have apparently forgotten that in 1904 ~° the 
Colonel kicked the Senator and the entire Wis- 
consin delegation out of the Republican national 
convention, and followed this up in 1908 by kick- 
ing La Follette’s platform suggestions into a 
“cocked hat.” 
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MR. CARNEGIE’S ACKNOWLEDGEMENT. 

“The man who owns the land is the man,” says 
the Laird*of Skibo. By this utterance the actual 
founder and biggest single bondholder of the 
world’s biggest trust admits the truth of the 
doctrine of Henry George. 

The ultimate source of all wealth is the land. 
The Steel Trust, licensed by special privilege to 
charge the purchasers of its wares millions and 
millions of unearned dollars, holds its dominating 
power through control of the land that contains 
the iron ore supply for the future. 

Mr. Carnegie knows that the Lake Superior ore 
lands which the Steel Trust values at $700,000,000 
could not have been tied up as a basis for control 
ot the iron industry, had they been subject to a 
land value tax. 

Holding the land and its resources, parceling it 
out for profit at opportune times for opportune 
purposes, twentieth century money kings seek to 
establish a control over other men not one- whit 
less absolute than the rule of medieval despots.. 

Truly, “the man who owns the land-is. the 
man.” And Mr. Carnegie believes in having just 
as few of him as possible. 
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A flat wheel on ©. M. & St. P. rolling stock 
broke 900 steel rails between Aberdeen and Mil- 
bank on its line. But stubborn street car com- 
panies will still refuse to recognize the flat-wheel 
peril. 








CURIOUS KANSAS. 

Kansas news is peculiar in that it is almost 
always exclusively for Kansans.
